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DO'S AND DON'T’S - INSULATION 


During the next few years thousands of power pla its 
will get some long-overdue maintenance and among he 
chief items to receive needed attention will be insulat yn 
Piping, boilers, storage and other tanks will be overhauied 
and insulation coverings will be repaired and renewed. ‘!'oo 
little attention has been given to the handling of asbe tos 
insulation in the past and considerable money is otten 
wasted because of improper purchasing, storage, ete. 

In any program of rehabilitation involving the use of 
asbestos insulating materials, the first step should be j)ro- 
per selection of material for the job to be done. Inadeqiiate 
insulation is a hidden waste. Most reputable manufacturers 
provide consultation service for prospective users, henee 
users should take advantage of the advice available. 

There is a right asbestos insulation for every job. h 
recent years the trend in power plants has been toward 
higher steam temperatures and these higher temperatiires 
require better-than-usual insulating materials. In 
temperature piping the loss of heat per square foot of ex- 
posed surface may be excessive so that it is essential 
all fittings, joints, and other irregular surfaces are aiply 
covered. There are available special shapes of insulating 
material to take eare of valve bodies, ete. The purelhaser 
should take such factors into account when making his se 
lection. There are also available plastic materials which are 
easily molded to irregular shapes or to fill gaps so that the 
insulating cover has continuity. 

For piping there are formed shapes which are furnish 
ed in the proper sizes and lengths; these shapes prevent 
waste due to cutting and fitting. In selecting insulation for 
flat surfaces such as ductwork, breechings, and casings di- 
mensions should be checked so that sheets can be furnishe 
as close to the correct size as possible. By making careful 
size selection the number of joints, where heat will leak out 
is kept to the minimum. Correct size sheets will also redue 
the application costs.

ature work, but the service requirements are not as

tainers until used; when the job is completed all mate

Before insulation of any kind is applied all leak 
joints or around valves should be corrected. Insula 
should not be applied to wet piping. Overhead leaks, w 
drippings may fall on insulation, should be stopped be 
application of the material is made. Water-soaked ins 
tion soon deteriorates and it is a waste of time and m 
to make installations where such soaking may result. 

No insulating should be done other than in accord 
with good practice. This means that surfaces should be 
perly prepared by the removal of all old materials. C 
ed and broken sections must be removed so that clean 
tightly sealed joints may be made. Wherever neces 
surfaces should be wire-brushed to remove clinging 
of material. Where sections are being renewed all st 
and wires should be replaced if broken or bent. 

Adequate covering will aid in preserving insulatir 
piping and other surfaces. A good coat of enamel will : 
in preservation and also make the cleaning job easier 

In no cireumstanece should insulated piping be 
for the mounting of seaffolds. Insulation will not suy 
more than its own weight, and anything more than its 
weight will tend to crush and break it. The practi 
leaning ladders against insulated pipes should be 
couraged ; if ladders of the right type are used this w 
be necessary. 

Regular inspection of insulation is good pra 
When inspection is made particular attention shou 
given to leaks. Quite frequently leaks develop unde 
the materials and remain hidden until the insulat 
seriously damaged. Wherever damp spots are foun

mended Revision, TS-4362. of Materials for Safety Wear 
ing Apparel, Commercial Standard CS129-46.

strength.

Latest report from the Building Officials Confere ice 
of America, Ine.,' makes a number of recommendations e- 
signed to minimize loss of life in hotel fires. The very ast 
paragraph of the report reads: 

‘*In places of assembly occupied by fifty or more jp er- 
sons, it is the recommendation of the committee that decora- 
tive drapes and furnishings be treated to be flame resis- 
tive, be limited to not more than the equivalent of 10° of 
the surface area of wall and ceilings, and when this |) init 
is exceeded, such furnishings should be restricted to com- 
pletely incombustible materials predetermined by approved 
test procedures. ’”’ 

About the same time as this report was received, the 
Cnited States Rubber Company tells us that fireproof 
drapery fabrics of asbestos and glass have been developed 
by the textile division of that Company for use in theairea, 
nightelubs, restaurants, auditoriums, airplanes, trains and 
similar places of publie assembly. The new fabries they say 
are exceptionally light in weight and have excellent drap- 
ing qualities. They will be produced in the form of vray 
goods suitable for dyeing and printing in a variety of 
colors and patterns. 

The asbestos-glass development is the outgrowth of 
wartime research on fire-resistant materials for industrial 
use. Asbestos and glass complement each other when woven 
together, making a fabric with high flexibility and strength, 
low strength with good resistance to abrasion and stability 
under atmospheri¢e changes. 

Looks as tho these asbestos-glass fabries, or fabries 
made entirely cf asbestos, would nicely fit the reeommenda- 
tions of the Building Officials Conference.

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With inereased production of cars of all types, equi)) 
ment business should easily hold its own. 

According to reports received to date, February 
sales of brake linings and clutch facings will not only « 
ceed those for the same month last year but also 
higher than those for January 1947. Sales for domestic 
consumption, as well as those for export, are considerab!) 
higher than the volumes recorded in February 1946. 
The increase in export sales, when compared with the 
previous month, will be slightly higher while those for 
domestic consumption, approximately the same. 

Asbestos Paper. Sales of this commodity continue 
active. Production, whieh is off because of fibre shortave. 
‘s absorbed regularly each month. Prices are firm. 

Asbestos Millboard, Equipment accounts continue to 
keep this line active. Industrial and jobber business, how- 
ever, is definitely retarded. 

Insulation. High Pressure. Industrial buying for 
maintenance work is showing a temporary downward 
trend. Awards of new contracts also appear to be delayed, 
but prospects for new business still are encouraging. High 
Jabor and material costs are delaying needed construction 
and owners are awaiting the establishment of a definite 
trend before making commitments. 

Delivery rather than price is a deciding factor in the 
closing of contracts. 

Tusulation. Low Pressure. Jobbers are selline out of 
inventory rather than purchasing for inventory as_ has 
heen the case up to a month ago. It is generally believed 
that prices are as high as they will go, which makes liquida 
tion of inventory at present prices natural. Business re- 
mains sufficiently active to just about equal restricted pr 
duetion because of scarcity of both asbestos and woolfelt 


papers. Prices are firm. 

Ashestos-Cement Products. The shortage of asbestos 
fibre continues to be the outstanding factor in the asbestos- 
cement products situation. Demand for all asbestos-cement 
products is stil! far in excess of the supply which in turn 
is limited almost entirely by the amount of asbestos fibre
